Start- 
ing at a high point hi 1950 the 
graph line descended gradually 
until the mid-1950's, when it 
wavered at a low point for a 
few years.

1 Modern 
drug therapy 
has 


proved its effectiveness in the 
treatment and cure of syphilis. 
But these drugs do no good to 
infections that are not brought 
to diagnosis and treatment. 


For syphilis and other ve- 


nereal diseases will be eliminat- 
ed only when those who have 
been exposed see their physi- 
cians 
for 
examination 
and 


treatment: and when physicians 
overcome their 
reluctance 
to 


report all of the cases they 
treat so that follow-up may be 
made to discover and treat 
sources of infection. The State 
Board of Health has several 
specially trained investigators 
assigned to its district offices 
who are available to physicians 
to see that contacts and prob- 
able sources of infection are 
brought in for medical examina- 
tion and treatment Information 
obtained is always kept confi- 
dential. 


The eradication of syphilis is 


possible. Medically we have the 
means to cure. We can do the 
job by finding the early cases of 
infection, by tracing them to

Traders have been bidding up 
prices of many issues out of ad- 
miration for current earnings 
reports and probpects for sSi'l 
lusher months to come. 


But no* some of the expert-: 


are warning that profit margins 
mav narrow again next >ear 
ai'd. a more immediate worry. 
that for some industries the bi2 
increase 
in profits may even 


peter out in the final months oi 
ih!c vear. 


Wai! Street can shrug thi^ off 


by minting out that as of todav 
profits for I' S corporations as 
a whole — although defmitelv 
not for all companies and a!! 
industries — never were higher 


Net Income Gain 


The gain in the total net in- 


come after taxes vince the econ- 
omy pulled out of the last reces- 
sion earlv in 1961 has been a 
remarkable 80 per cent. 


So far this year, corporate 


profits are running a fifth hmh- 
er than last year, at more than 
$44 billion. 


Stock traders also clo.selv 


watch cash flow. This is profits 
after taxes plus depreciation 
The latter is what a corporation 
can charge off to wear, tear and 
obsolescence before figuring its 
lax bill. 


This cash from profits and 


depreciation has reached $74 
billion this year. Fortune maga- 
zine notes in its upcoming issue. 
for a gain of more than 60 per 
cent since early 1961. Part of 
this is due to more generous tax 
credits for investment in new 
plant and equipment and to re- 
laxed 
rules for figuring de- 


preciation. 


Increased Use of Capacity 
Can the steadily increasing 


total of profits continue? 


Much of the recent spurt in 


profits can be 
traced to in- 


creased use of existing capacity 
as demand for goods rose. But 
now industry" is expanding its 
capacity again at a fast clip 
around 5.5 per 
cent a year. 


Since output is growing at a 
slower rate, profitable use of 
consecutive days. 


Wage scales are rising. And 


since productivity — labor unit 
costs — is rising less spectac- 
ularly than a year ago. business 
leaders say 
that production 


costs are increasing faster than 
are prices. Hence, the profit 
margin — the percentage of dol- 
lar sales carried down to net 
income — is due to slacken. 


Corporate treasurers — and 


stock traders — had been taking 
a lot of comfort in the rise in 
recent 
months in the profit 


margins of manufacturing com- 
panies. This year, the after-tax 
profits per dollar of sales has 
risen to 5.8 cents, from 5.5 cents 
a year ago. and considerably 
above the leaner years in the 
early 1960s. 


The better margin came in 


large part from the reduction in 
the amount of idle plant and 
equipment which plagued the 
late 1950s and carried over into 
the early years of this decade. 
Now. with a new expansion 
boom under way. idle capacitv 
could build up again. 


Even 
if sales continue to 


grow, excess capacity and ris- 
ing production costs can cut 
profit margins, hold back profit 
gains, and cause investments in 
some companies to lose a bit of 
their current glamor. 


Many think sales will grow so 


fast that none of this will hap- 
pen and that once acain the 
cautious will be confounded.

Thomas Mann, a novelist of 


heroic proportions, turned into 
a preacher of commonplaces 
whr-n he wrote essays of a 
political and social nature. 
Lewis Carroll was. of course, 
magnificent, in the "Alice" 
books: when he tried serious 
verse, or the moralizing of a 
story like "Bruno and Sylvie," 
he became unbearable. 


Conan Doyle, as everyone 


knows, grew to hate Sherlock 
Holmes so much that he killed 
him off: he was convinced 
that his non-detective novels 
were his main contribution to 
li'erature. 
But 
Holmes 
is 


immortal and hardly anyone 
reads Dovle's other books. 


Oscar Wilde was sure that 


his poetry — nearly all of it 
second-rate if not worse — had 
some eternal value: but it is his 
comedies, like "The Import- 
ance of Being Ernest." and his 
fain- tales, that live on. while 
his poems have fallen into 
justifiable neglect. 


\V. S. Gilbert looked with 


scorn upon his libretti for the 
Gilbert & Sullivan operettas; 
bu! Gilbert's "serious" plays, 
which he regarded highly, are 
as dead as Sullivan's "seri- 
ous" music. Both men, ironic- 
ally, thought they were too 
good for the form they were 
best at. 


The term "writer" is as

U.S. Prepared 


For Long Stay 
In Viet Nam 


Strategist Calls for 
Clearing Operations 
For Victory in War 


SAIGOX. South Viet Nam 


(AP) — A top U.S. military man 
who 
is 
mapping 
strategy 


against the Viet Cong predicts 
American combat troops must 
spend at least a year on major 
clearing operations to prepare 
the groundwork for victory. 


The strategist, who asked not 


to be named, emphasized in an 
interview that the United States 
is prepared to commit troops as 
long as necessary. 


"It might take three years or 


maybe 10 or 20 years, as long as 
the Communists say they are 
prepared to fight."' he said. 


This view does not square 


with the optimism expressed by 
many U.S. officials here and in 
Washington. They say the tide 
already has turned in favor of 
the South Vietnamese. 


Troop Buildup 


For the moment, the- Commu- 


nists appear to be undecided on 
how to cope with the rising dis- 
play of U.S. land, sea and air 
power. The troop buildup, now 
past 140.000. has posed a serious 
challenge to the Communists. 


Intelligence 
reports 
here. 


however, give no indication that 
the Viet Cong have lost any of 
their drive or turned from then- 
efforts to gain control of South 
Viet Nam. 


While the Viet Cong have 


largely avoided major contact 
with U.S. offensives designed to 
wrest control of enemy territo- 
ry. they have shown no shyness 
in tangling with government 
soldiers. They have launched 
battalion and even regimental- 
size attacks in the past month. 


Massing Forces 


The guerrillas have 
been 


massing large forces in the cen- 
tral coast province of Binh 
Dmh, where a rice harvest is 
under- way. 


The Viet Cong have suffered 


heavy losses in Binh Dinh and 
other parts of the country from 
U S. air assaults, but there 4s no 
sohd evidence they are breaking 
up their big units. 


On the other hand, there are 


increasing reports that the air 
offensive, especially the B52 
Strategic Air Command raids 
against suspected jungle hide- 
outs. has created a morale 
problem for the Viet Cong. 
Fragmentary evidence suggests 
the Communists are undertak- 
ing "a major re-evaluation of 
their tactics to cope with the 
U.S. buildup. 


Accelerate Campaign 


In the months ahead, the Viet 


Cong are expected to accelerate 
their campaign of terror and 
sabotage whole U.S.. South Viet- 
namese and allied forces com- 
bine in gigantic sweep opera- 
tions of Comrnuri«l-dr>rninated 
areas. These operations, which 
have already be?un, will involve 
thousands of iEcn and last for 
weeks. 


Military planners say they are 


not discoursed because rela- 
tively few Viet Cong are bein? 
killed in major ground opera- 
tions. 


They emphasize that the main 


objective is to penetrate once 
forbidden territory, win the alle- 
giance of the South Vietnamese 
who have been under Red domi- 
nation there and provide a 
shield to protect them through 
the rest of the conflict.

peace talks could eat into that. 


So for the Red leaders, a mili-

North Viet Nam is 
still declaring that the "defeat 
of U.S. imperialism is beyond 
question." 


And if the tide of battle goes 


against the Asian Communists, 
they have room in doctrine and
